A grandson of southern Illinois 
grandparents of modest means, son 
of a man from Harrisburg who got 
I his education in law, "the hard 
way,” John Ralph Hutchison Jr. 
is "waiting for a ship to come in” 
bearing a $24,700,000 cargo. 
This cargo is the return from 
his investment in 24,700 acres of 
land he bought 
in Paraguay to 
grow coffee. 
1959 will he his first 
commercial season, and although 
the investment is sound, having a 
$25 an acre value for the standing 
timber, the potential value of the 
land for coffee growing, is $1,000 
an acre 
When Ralph Hutchison of Ca­ 
ruthersville, Mo., came to Harris­ 
burg in October 1953 to participate 
in the HTHS golden anniversary 
celebration and renew friendships 
^vith his many friends and former 


1914 football team "buddies,” he 
spoke enthusiastically about a new 
project on which his son "Jack" 
was just totting started. 
Jack, a Harvard business ad­ 
ministration 
school 
graduate 
of 1951. had been to Brazil to 
look over the possibilities for 
the Investment of American 
capital in the natural resourc­ 
es of that country. 
Farmer, cotton gin manager and 
seeker after business opportunity, 
Jack was waiting in the office of 
the 
agricultural 
attache 
of 
the 
* American Embassy rn Rio dc Ja­ 


neiro in February of 1953, when 
he met William B. Sweet, another j|| 
Harvard Business School graduate §f 
and president of Liquid Carbonic 
of South America. 
This meeting 
led Jack to Clarence Johnson, then 
manager in Brazil for Anderson 
Clayton and Co., the world’s larg­ 
est distributor of raw cotton, with 
33 subsidiary companies owning 
369 cotton gins, and headquarters 
in Houston, Texas. 
Johnson and his associates had 
an option on a 200,000 acre tract 
of land which he had "found” while 
scouting for Anderson Clayton and 
which had been rejected by that 
firm due to a change of policy 
which excluded the acquisition of 
additional foreign acreage. 
Jack.: 
after having tests made in Brazil 
and 
back 
home 
in

United 
States, was satisfied that it wfas 
feasible to grow coffee on a fifty 
mile long, twenty mile wide strip 
of that land.

Refusal to 
Answer Charges 


Unprecedented 
Action Unanimous, 
Meany Announces 


WASHINGTON «TP> — Tesmstei 
President Dave Beck was ousted 
as an AFL-CIO vice president by 
the AFL-CIO high command today 
on grounds of "gross misuse" of 
union funds. 
Tho action came shortly after 
Beck refused at an unprecedented 
closed (tour AFL-CIO trial to an* 
vwer charges that he had brought 
tho labor movement into "disre* 
pule " 
AFL ( IO President Geo. Meany 
announced that the 25 members 
of the AFL-CIO Executive Council 
who were present today had un­ 
animously voted Berk s ouster—an 
unprecedented action. 
"There is not the faintest ques­ 
tion in our minds that he is com­ 
pletely guilty of violating” trade 
union laws through his use of un­ 
ion 
money 
which 
is “a 
sacred 
trust," Meany said. 


Beck Defies Board 


Meany said the question whether 
the 62 year-old Teamsters Union 
chief was guilty of violating feder­ 
al or state laws involving “theft 
or embezzlement" was not the con­ 
cern of the Executive Council of 
which Beck had been a member 
since August, 1953. 
Beck had appeared before the 
council this morning for only a 
half hour. 
During his appearance, 
Bet k refused to accept his previous 
suspension as an 
AFL-CIO vice 
president and council member or 
the AFL CIO charges against him. 
Meany said Berk’s removal froin 
the Executive Council and the vice 
presidency could be appealed at 
the AFIrCIO convention next De­ 
cember. 
Meany said Beck would have to 
get the Teamsters Union to appeal 
the action. 


"For His Own Personal Gain" 


The charges against Beck were 
based on the Senate Rackets Com­ 
mittee investigation disclosures and 
charges (hat he had used more 
than $300,000 of Teamster Union 
funds for personal matters. 
"W hether Beck stole the funds 
or borrowed them,” Meany said, 
"the record shows he took advan­ 
tage of his position as a trade un­ 
ion official to use money belonging 
to dues - paying members for his 
own personal gain and profit.” 
Meany said Beck walked out of 
his 
trial 
before 
the 
Executive 
Council this morning after reading 
a 500 word statement rejecting the 
charges against him. 
But "before he read his state­ 
ment he listened to me for 20 min­ 
utes." Meany said. 
Summarizes the Case 
Meany *aid he had summarized 
the charges for Beck and “I told 
him what I thought of his actions.” 
Beck, who is under indictment 
on income tax evasion charges, told 
the council that "to require me to 
answer charges before this body 
w'hich relate in any way to my de­ 
fense 
(against the tax charges) 
would appear to violate my rights 
as an American citizen as well as 
my rights as a longstanding mem­ 
ber of the trade union movement. 
"Any answers to charges made 
here,” Beck said, could be read­ 
ily subpenaed by the Senate Rack­ 
ets Committee which is investigat­ 
ing charges he has used Teamster 
funds for his own personal gain. 
Meanwhile 
Beck's 
position 
as 
head of the nation’s biggest union 
has been challenged by Teamsters 
Vice President John T. O’Brien 
who has announced he will run 
against the beleaguered Reek at 
the union's September convention.

Rise, President's 


Advisers Report 


WASHINGTON (IPI -Virtually ev- I 
erything in the rapidly growing j 
American 
economy — including i 
prices—is on the rise, the admin- j 
istration reported today. 
President Eisenhower’s Council 
of Economic Advisers summarized 
the growth in its monthly “ Eco­ 
nomic Indicators” report to the 
Joint 
Concn- sional 
Economic 
Committee headed by Rep. Wright 
Patm an ( D Tex ). 
According to the May report the 
gross national product—output of 
all goods and s e n ices in the na­ 
tion—v\a^ at a record anrfual rate 
of $427,100,000,000 in the first three 
months of this year. Personal in­ 
come in April rose to an all-time 
high of $339,300,000,000, corporate 
profits in the first quarter were 
at a near record of 23 billion dol­ 
lars after taxes. April employment 
was at a monthly record of 66,- 
746,000 and even depressed farm 
income was up. 
Some of the nation’s business 
leaders, meeting at Hot Springs, 
Va., said last week these factors 
point to a “ solid resumption of the 
economic boom” in 1958. 
But one vital facet of the econo­ 
my still is worrying economists 
and b u s i n e s s and government lead­ 
ers. That is tin increasing cost of 
living and rising interest rates. 
W. Randolph Burgess, treasury 
undersecretary and manager of the 
government’s huge 274 billion dol- 
1 lar debt, told newsmen price infla- 
j tion still is a “ serious threat” to 
the economy. 
So, he conceded, is 
the interest rate spiral.

SPRINGFIELD W» — T h e 70th 
General Assembly moved into its

The speed limit bill has passed 
both houses, but still requires Sen­ 
ate concurrence in house amend­ 
ments. 
Sen. Fred J 
Hart (R Streator) 
said he would oppose the House 
amendment which lowered to 40 
miles an hour the night time limit 
for trucks over 8.000 pounds. The 
bill 
originally 
set the limit for 
such trucks at 50 miles day or 
night. 
The House lowered the night 
time limit so that there wmuld a1 
all times be a 15-mile difference 
between the top speed for heavy 
trucks and the top speed for auto­ 
mobiles, thus making it safer for 
automobiles to pass the trucks. 
Governor Won’t “Quibble" 
But Stratton told his new*; con­ 
ference last week he would 
not 
“quibble" over 
how 
the House* 
S e n a t e 
conference 
committee 
worked out an agreement on the 
amendments, and he predicted the 
committee 
would quickly 
reach 
agreement. 
Stratton said he was principally 
concerned with enacting the 85- 
m ilt daytime and 55-mile night 
time limit for automobile* pro­ 
vided bi the bill.
